lionflon. July 26. — Cabling under

MEAT STRIKE 
WILL BE BITTER 


Allied Trades Go Out in Sympathy 


Witli Butcliers. 


ALL PEACE NEGOTIATIONS OFF 


' 
Chicago, July 26.—With all peace 
negotiations broken off, and with all 
the allied trades unions employed at 
the dilieront plants with tho exception 
of the teamsters and tho stationary 
engineers out on strike in sympathy 
with the butcher workmen who quit 
work two weeks ago, the ¿stock yards 
strike has »ettled down to what prom- 
ises to be a long, bitter fight. 


As has been threatenecf^for some 
time, the allied trades employed in 
the packing industries at Chicago quit 
work when called on to assist the 
striking butchers in their efforts to 
bring tlie packers to terms. In sev- 
eral instances the man did not wait 
for the oflicial notification from their 
leaders to strike, but throw down tholr 
tools and quit work of thoir own 
tlon. The statement was made by Mi- 
chael J. Donnelly, president of the 
Butchers' Union, that every union man 
employed at the stock yards, with the 
exception. of the teamsters and sta- 
tionary engineers, had responded to 
orders 
for 
a 
general 
sympathetic 
strike. 
The engineers, he declared, 
would join the strikers today, and un- 
less there was a speedy settlement of 
the difficulty, he said, the teamsters 
would undoubtedly join in the struggle 
soon. According to Mr. Donnelly, yes- 
terday's strike swelled the number of 
men who have quit work at the stock 
yards in Chicago alone to nearly 30,000 
persons. 


Both sides to the controversy de- 
clared that they were perfectly satis- 
fied with the present state of afPaii^. 
and that they w-ere willing to make it 
a iight to a iinish to determine who 
shall dictatc the terms of a.settlement. 


According to the packers, the gen- 
eral strike waB a failure, it bomi; as- 
serted by them that not more than 
half the members of the allied trades 
quit work when officially called out 
by tlie leaders. The fuither statement 
was made by the packers that should 
all the union men decide to join the 
strikers It v/ould make little difference 
to tlxe employers, as they had suillcient 
resources to contest the ground for an 
indefinite period. 


A new phase of the strike situation 
developed when notice was given by 
the unions to the independent packers 
at the stock yards that their men 
would not be allowed to handle ani- 
mals which had been handled in any 
way by non-union men. The ultima- 
tum of the unions leaves the indepen- 
dent packers no alternative but to re- 
ceive their live stock directly from 
the country or to close business en- 
tirely. 


Despite tho syn^pathetlc strike, all 
the plants worked regular time, al- 
though at a reduced capacity, At Ar- 
mour & Co.'s plant it was said that 
hogs, 700 cattle and 200 sheep were 
slaughtered during the day. At the 
other six plants a similar amount of 
work M'as accomplished.

Yokohama, July 26.—The Vladivos­ 
tok squadron sunk the British steamer 
Knight Commander, from New York, 
ofC th« province of Izu, after transfer­ 
ring the crew of 
the 
Knight Com­ 
mander to the steamer Tsinan, which 
arrived here. 
1?he Vladivostok squadron also cap- 
turod a German vessel believed to be 
the Arabia, v/ith 30.000 sacks of flour, 
and an unknown British steamer. The 
two vessels were sent to Vladivostok 
in charge of prize crews. The Ameri­ 
can Trading Company are the agents 
here for the Knight Commander. 


Sailed From New York. 
New York, lîuly 
—The steamer 
Knight Commander sailed from New 
York May 6 with a large cargo, bound 
for the Orient. A large portion of the 
‘cargo was consigned to Singapore, 
Manila and Shanghai, but she a’so car­ 
ried merchandise, machinery and other 
articles for Japam-se ports. Accord­ 
ing to reports received at Uie ofiiice 
of the local agents of the Knight Com­ 
mander’s owners, tho steamer already 
had visited the three former ports 
and discharged a portion of her cargo 
when she was seiiied by the Russians, 
Although it was impossible to secure 
a full copy of the manifest showing 
the steamer’s 
entire 
cargo, it was 
learned that the Japanese consignment 
Included 750 steel plates, 400 steel rail» 
and quantities of iron work for rail­ 
road bridge construction. The machin­ 
ery was consigned to an electrical con­ 
cern at Kobe. 
At the local offices of the steamship 
company 'it was said that the Rus» 
sians, upon overhauling the Knight 
Commander, evidently considered her 
-cargo, or at least'a portion of it, as 
contraband, and seized her with the 
intention of taking her to a Russian 
port. Then, finding her too slow to ac­ 
company their fi^fet they dtcidéd to 
destroy her.

Washington, July 26.—A lact devel­ 
oped which might have led to serious 
complications 
had dt not been an­ 
nounced earlier in the day that tho 
Russian government had given orders 
for the release at Suez of the British 
ship Ardova. which had on board a 
large quantity of supplies bein^^ ship­ 
ped by the v/ar department to t]ie 
Philippine government, including about 
2iO tons of powder and much other 
material that would fall within the 
Russian definition of contraband. The 
stores were being shipped throuRh tii© 
house of George W. Peabody, of New 
York and the Orient, who telegraphed 
the war department that the Philippine 
stores were aboard the Ardova and 
asked the department to exert itself 
to secure their release. The applica­ 
tion was taken at once by Acting Sec­ 
retary Oliver to the state department, 
but in view of tho intended release of 
the Ardova it is improbable that any 
action will be taken by the war de­ 
partment. 


Fears For Treasure Ship. 
* San Francisco, July 26.—The 
Pa­ 
cific Mail Steamship company*s steam­ 
er Korea is now within one or two 
days saii of the Japanese coast. The 
steamer sailed from San Francisco on 
July 12. She left Honoljilu before the 
receipt-of the news that the Vladivos­ 
tok fleet was in the Pacific. The Korea 
has on board large quantities of steel 
and foodstuffs for Japan, She carries 
nearly $1,000,000 in treasure, $745,000

consigned to Hiogo, the re­ 
mainder being destined for Shanghai 
and Hong Kong.

V/AIVES RIGHT OF SEARCH 


Russia Fleet In Red Sea to Be With­ 
drawn—The Scandia Released. 
St Petersburg, July 24.—Grand Duke 
Alexis presided at the council which 
Count Lamsdorff, the foreign secre­ 
tary, and Vice Admiral Avellan, chief 
of the admiralty department, and otlier 
high naval officers attended. 
.The result of the conference removes 
all dwubts concerning the present at­ 
titude of Russia with regard to the 
volunteer fleet. 
The validity of the 
view expressed in the British note re­ 
garding '«the irreguiiirity of the posi­ 
tion of the vessels was so far admitted 
that the council agreed to waive the 
right of search.

formally liberated on a declaration by

-board the vessel belongs to the British 
government and is destined for Hong 
Kong.

MEAT STRIKE 
WILL BE BITTER 


Allied Trades Go Out in Sympathy 
With Butoliers. 


ALL PEACE NEGOTIATIONS OFF 


Chicago, July 26.—With all peace 
negotiations broken oit, and with all 
the allied trades unions employed at 
the diifercnt plaJits with tho exception 
of the teamsters and tho stationary 
engineers out on strike in sympathy 
with the butcher workmen who quit 
work two weeks ago, the ¿stock yards 
strike has Settled down to what prom­ 
ises to be a long, bitter fight 
As has been threatenecf^for «ome 
time, the allied trades employed in 
the packing industries at Chicago quit 
work when called on to assist the 
striking butchers in their efforts to 
bring tlie packers to terms. In sev­ 
eral instances the men did not wait 
for the oHicial notification from their 
leaders to strike, but throw down thoir 
tools and quit work of their own \%M- 
tlon. The statement was made by Mi­ 
chael J. Donnelly, president of the 
Butchers’ Union, that every union man 
employed at the stock yards, with the 
exception. of the teamsters and sta­ 
tionary engineers, had responded to 
orders 
for 
a 
general 
sympathetic 
strike. 
The engineers, he declared, 
would join the strikers today, and un­ 
less there was a speedy settlement of 
the diiliculty, he said, the teamsters 
would undoubtedly join in the struggle 
soon. According to Mr. Donnelly, yes­ 
terday’s strike swelled the number of 
men who have quit work at the stock 
yards in Chicago alone to nearly 30,000 
persons. 
Both sides to the controversy de­ 
clared that they were perfectly satis­ 
fied with the present state of affali-s, 
and that they w*ere willing to make it 
a light to a finish to determine who 
shall dictate the terms of a.settlement 
According to the packers, the gen­ 
eral strike wa« a /allure, it bomg its- 
serted by them that not more than 
half the members of the allied trades 
quit work when officially called out 
by tlie leaders. The further statement 
was made by the packers that should 
all the union men decide to join the 
strikers it v/ould make little difference 
to tlxe employers, as they had sufllcient 
resources to contest the ground for an 
indefinite period. 
A new phase of the strike situation 
developtid when notice was given by 
the unions to the independent packers 
at the stock yards that their men 
would not be allowed to handle ani­ 
mals which had been handled in any 
way by non-union men. The ultima­ 
tum of the unions leaves the indepen­ 
dent packers no alternative but to re­ 
ceive their live stock directly from 
the country or to close business en­ 
tirely. 
Despite tho syn^pathetic strike, all 
the plants worked regular time, al­ 
though at a reduced capacity, At Ar­ 
mour & Co.’s plant it was said that 
1S8U hogs, 700 cattle and 200 sheep were 
slaughtered during the day. At the 
other six plants a similar amount of 
work Avas accomplished. 


26,000 O PER A T IV ES OUT 


Tjcxtile 
Mills at Fail River, Mass,, 
Closed Down. 
Fall River, Mass., July 26.--The first 
day of the strike of 26,000 cotton mill 
oi^eratives here passed quietly, and so, 
in all probabilitj", will pass the suc­ 
ceeding days, for the* reason that tho 
opposition to the strike on the part of 
operatives Is so slight as to be hardly 
a feature The cause of tho strike is a 
12% per cent, reduction in wages, 
A sujjimary of the strike Is as fol­ 
lows: Textile operatives idle, 26,000;

The Paris Police Case on Which the Novel of 
Dumas Seems to Have Been Based. 


rh 


ARIS, Franco.—Tho Police 
of Paris had it origin in 
1GG7, (luring the reign of 
^ 
Louis XIV. From that pc- 
^ 
^ 
rlod dates the systematic 
claft>^>UlL•alion of all official d* • aments 
relating to matters over Avhich tho po- 
lice had jurisdiction. 
Tho complete- 
ness of this collcction lias been more or 
loss dislocated by the ravages of po- 
liticaJ or revolutionary upheavals, not- 
ably during tho Commune, in 1S71, 
[When through the partial burning of 
the Prefecture of Police of Paris, tho 
Ibuilding in which these 
documents 
.'were housed, many of tho more valua- 
ble records were destroyed. Fortunately 
the various archivists of tho police 
[Who had charge of these papers had 
arranged complete dossiers, each relat- 
ing to a particular case, which from 
time to time for 200 years were put 
jn print and thus preserved from com- 
plete annihilation. 


Alexandcu Dumas, Eugene Sue and 
others bave draAvn largely from these 
ccarce police reports, disguising the 
source of inspiration "with such skill, 
«enveloping them in such a cloud of 
decorative accessories that tho bald 
originals were ornamented almost be- 
yond recogntion. 


Tho narrative which I am about to 
give is talcen from one of these rare 
ilossiers of the Police of Paris put to- 
gether by an archivist of tho Prefec- 
ture in office during the early years of 
the last century. It will disclose tho 
possible source from which Alexander 
Dumas derived inspiration in the con- 
struction of his 
famous 
romance, 
'*Monte Cristo." 


In Paris in 1S07, Francois Picaud. of 
Kismes, a journeyman cobbler, on a 
certain Sunday sot out to call upon 
his fiancee. On the way he. stopped in 
the Place Salute-Opportune a t a cafe 
coftductod by a fellow townsman. This 
/nan, Giles Loupain, was older than Pi- 
caud, a widower AA'ith two chihlron. 
He .was noted for malice, contempt of 
the prejudices of others and intense 
jealousy of his more prosperous or 
fortunate neighbors. 


When Picaud arrived at Loupain's 
!ie found him with three men, all na- 
tives of the district 
about 
Kismes. 
These were strangers ¿o tho cobbler, 
nor were their names made known to 
Jiim during his brief halt at tho cafe. 
Tho gala appearance oi Picaud aroused 
the curiosity of Loupain. 
When it 
I\^'as learned he was on his way to vis- 
It his fiancee; that she was the rich 
Marguerite Vigoureux, and that the 
day of the wedding Avas to be the one 
after the morrow, the malice and Jeal- 
ousy of IjOupaiJie AVere aroused. He 
determined forthwith to thwart 
tlie 
cobbler and to postpone the wedding, 
if not permanently to prevent it, AVith 
this in view, when Picaud had depart- 
ed, lie consulted with his companions, 
and a pinn of action Avas agreed upon. 
One, however, Allut by name, declined 
to join in the conspiracy. He Avarned 
the others that 
evil 
consequences 
¡would surely folloAV and that Picaud 
¡n^ould not fail to seek revenge. 


It AA'as agreed that Loupain should 
go before a Commissioner of Police 
and denounce the cobbler as a spj'. in 
the employ of the English. 
This he 
did tAA-o liours later. At that time the 
(Vendeans Avere in revolt against tlie 
Government. 
The Due do liovige, 
then Minister of PoHcq^ Avhen the case 
(Was reported to him, Avas convinced 
that in the unfortunate cobbler he had 
arrested a spy of tho insurgents and 
an important personage. 


On the very night of the A'isit to his 
fiancee Picaud Avas arrested. 
Ills cap- 
ture 
A v a s enveloped in such mystery 
that no one Avas a Avitness to it; r.o 
one saAV his departure. 
From 
that 
day all trace of Jiim Avas lost. 


In 1S14 the Empire had ceased to 
exist. 
On the loth of April of that 
year tliere emerged from the chateau 
or prison of Fenestrelle a man bent 
(With suffering. In seven years he had 
changed as if he had lived for half a 
century. 
Ko one Avould recognize in 
liim the young and good looking Pi- 
caud of a feAV years before, 
. l i e had been incarcerated under the 
name of Joseph Lucher. 
During his 
jui^insomiient he actcd as servaat to 


a 
rich 
Milanaiso 
ecclesiastic. The 
prince of the church treated him more 
as a son than as a domestic, and A v h e n 
he came to die, on the 4th of January, 
1S14, indignant at the little effort of 
his relatives to procure his release, he 
conveyed to Joseph Lucher, the quon- 
dam cobbler, 7,000,000 francs on de- 
posit in the Bank of Amsterdam and 
described to him a hiding place in 
Italy Avhore were concealed 1.200.000 
francs AA'orth of diamonds and three 
myilons of specie, consisting of ducats 
of Milan, fiorins of Venice, Spanish 
quadruples, French louls d'or and Eng- 
lish guineas. 


When Lucher AA\ns at last free he 
proceeded to Milan, found the burled 
treasure, AA'ith AA'hlch AA^as a multitude 
of antique gems and cameos of groat 
value. 
Then at Amsterdam he made 
good his title to the amount deposited 
in the bank, and, having divided It 
Into three parts, he distributed the 
money equally among tho banks of 
Amsterdam and Hamburg and of Eng- 
land, after reserving for his immediate 
use a million francs and all the dia- 
monds from tho Italian hiding place. 
Then on February 15, 1S15, eight years, 
day for day, since Picaud, now Joseph 
Lucher, had disappeared, he arrived 
in Paris and AA'cnt forthAvith to the 
cafe in tho Place SAiinto-Opportune. 


Here ho found that after mourning 
him for tAvo years, his fiance had mar- 
ried the restaurant keeper, Loupain, 
and brought him enough money to set 
up tho finest and best equipped cafe 
on tho boulevard. 
Nobody could tell 
him the names of the men Avho had 
caused his undoing, but he Avas told 
that Antoine Allut know them and that 
ho had gone to live at Nismes. To 
Nismes 
Joseph 
Lucher 
AA'ent and 
lotlgcd at the Avell-known Hotel Lux- 
emborg, disguised as an Italian priest 
—Baldini. 
After much .difficulty he 
found Allut, got into his confidence, 
told him that ho had been a fellOAV po- 
litical prisoner in the Chateau del 
Oeuir, 
Naples, Avlth a Nismoisian, 
Francois Picaud, AVho on his deathbed, 
in ISM, at about thirty years of age, 
had implored him to find out the names 
of those Avho had consigned him to that 
living deatli and expressed confidence 
that they Avere knoAvu to Antoine Al- 
lut, a fellOAA'' tOAvnsman of his a t Nis- 
mes. He authorized the priest to give 
to Allut a superb diamond, AA'hlch had 
been given to him by a noble English 
prisoner, if he Avould disclose those 
names. 
Then the priest flashed the 
diamond before the eyes of Allut, avIio 
yielded to tho temptation and gave up 
the names Avhen a jeAvcler had oll'ored 
03,000 francs for the stone, to be paid 
in a farm and 50,000 francs in money. 
The names Avere CerA'ais Chaubard, 
CSuilheni Solarl and Gilles 
Loupain. 
When, four months later, the diamond 
Avas resold to a Turkish merchant for 
102,000 francs, the jcAveler Avas mur- 
dered and Allut Avas obliged to take 
refuge in (Jreece, Avhere he fell Into 
great poverty. 


Picaud Avent to Paris, and by a clev- 
er device, being unrecognized in a 
shabby disguise, he secured employ- 
ment as a Avaiter in the Cafe Loupain 


in a modest cafe which he had ob^ 
tained for Loupain from means fur^ 
nished by putative friends, and Avhere 
Solarl also aams employed. 
One even- 
ing Solari died in frightful convul- 
sions from poison. 


One evening Avhllo 
Loupain 
Avas 
Avalking in a little frequented path in 
the Garden of the Tuilerles, he Avas 
killed by a poignard in tho hands of 
a masked man. 


Vslth this, his last act of vengeance 
completed, Picaud AA'as about to leave 
the path in the Garden of the Tuiler- 
les, Avhen he Avas seized by the collar 
and throAvn violently to the ground 
and carried away to a place Avhlch 
soomed to bo some recess or cavern of 
an abandoned quarry. 


Here in the darkness tho captor said: 
"Well, Picaud, Avhat name are you 
passing under noAV? The one assumed 
In your release from Fenestrella?*' 


"Are you still the priest Baldini, or 
tho Avaitor Prosper? Has not your in- 
genious mind invented a 
fifth? For 
you^ Avithout doubt, vengeance is but 
a passing amusement, or is it a furious 
mania of Avhlch you would be ashamed 
had 3'ou not sold j'our soul to the de- 
A'il? You have devoted the last ten 
years of your life to the pursuit of 
three poor creatures that you should 
have spared. 
You have 
committed 
horrible crimes, and last,*but not least, 
you have dragged me to perdition." 
"You, you; Avho are youV" 
"Your gold has been my undoing. 
The cupidity you aroused in me has 
never been quenched. 
The thirst for 
riches has made me mad. I killed him 
Avho cheated me. On account of this 
I Avas obliged to fiee AA'ith my AA^ife. 
She died in exile, and I, arrested, 
judged and condemned to the gelleys, 
have suifered shame and exposure, 
dragging for years a ball and chain. 
At last, enabled to make my escape, 
my sole thought was to reach and pun- 
ish the priest, Baldini, 
This evening 
I Avas about lo speak to Loupain and 
Avarn him of your intentions; but you 
anticipated me, and before I could in- 
terpose you had killed, him. 
HoAvever, 
after all AVhat does it matter? You are 
in my power noAV and I can retaliate 
upon you all of the ca^II you have done 
to others. 
Do you recognize me? I 
am Antoine Allut. 


''How much will you pay for bread 
and AA^ater?" 
"I have no money." 
"You have sixteen millions," replied 
Allut. 
He then proceeded to tell Pi- 
caud of the amount of his investments 
in 
England, 
Italy, ' Germany 
and 
France. 
The information AA'as so ac- 
curate that his A'ictim shivered .AVith 
apprehension. 
*'You are drearpingl" 
"And |you—dream that you arc eat- 
ing." 


Picaud was deprived of all nourish- 
ment for tAventy-eight hours. He asked 
pity of his jailer. 


**Llsten," said Allut. "These are my 
conditions. I Avill giA'e you something 
to eat twice a day; but you shall pay 
me 25,000 francs for each meal." 


The miserable prisoner passed the 
rest of the day and night in raging 
hunger and despair. 
His sufferings 
became acute; he was seized 
with 
spasams; his mind wandered. 
Tho 
merciless Allut saw that he had gone 
too far. If his Aictim died, he would 
have no certainty of securing his great 
fortune. Picaud eAidently divined the 
thoughts that AA'ere passing in the mind 
of his persecutor. 
A cynical 
smile 
lighted for a moment his livid coun- 
tenance. This AA'as too much for Allut. 
Aroused to fury by the sardonic leer 
of his Aictlm, and by bafiled cupidity, 
ho throAA^ ^ himself upon Picaud and 
stabbed him until life AA'as extinct. 


From Paris Allut fled to England^ 
There in 1S2S he fell ill. Brought to 
a realization of his crimes, he dictated 
to an ecclesiastic the details given in 
this narrative. 
Allut died repentant 
and received Christian burial. 
After 


his death the priest P 
sent to the 


Paris police the document which re- 
cords the strange events here related.

Variation of 176 Degrees. 


Should the Avestern citizen bo asked 
to name the hottest and coldest places 
on earth he Avould most likely mention 
Yuma, A. T., for the former, and some 
spot in the northAvest territory for the 
latter. 
In such selections he Avould 
be gome considerable distance out of 
the Avay, though neither has a great 
deal in the Avay of climate to recom- 
mend it. 


For 
instance, 
says 
the 
Chicago 
Chronicle, neither the Bahrlen islands 
in the Persian Gulf, nor'Yakutsk, Si- 
beria, Avould be a Avise selection as a 
place ot residence. In Bahrlen you cook 
and in Yakutsk you freeze. 
Bahrlen 
is said to be the hottest place in the 
Avorld. The thermometer often regis- 
ters between 110 and 120 degrees, night 
and day, for months at a time. 
This 
rather beats Fort Yuma, A. T., Avhich 
is considered the hottest place in the 
United States. 


Yakutsk is called the coldest city in 
the Avorld. The thermometer frequent- 
ly registers 73 degrees 
beloAv zero. 
Though it is the coldest city in the 
Avorld, Verkhoyansk, in northAvestern 
Siberia, claims to be the coldest in- 
habited place on the globe, the ther- 
mometer registering 90 degrees below 
zero in January. 


It also claims to be the place pos- 
sessing the most variable climate, for 
Avhile it Is 90 degrees beloAV In Janu- 
ary, it is 86 above in the shade in 
August during the day, Avith a drop 
down to freezing every 
midsummer 
night. 


The wettest place in the Avorld is 
GreytOAvn, Nicaragua, Avhere the an- 
nual rainfall is 260 inches. 


The dryest place in the Avorld is 
probably the rainless coast of north- 
ern Chili. 
They haA'-e a shoAver there 
about once in every 10 years. 
Nothing 
groAvs on the desolate strip of barren 
coast, and the dreary toAvns from 
Avhich 
the 
nitrates 
and 
minerals 
mined in that region are shipped de- 
pend for their subsistence upon food 
brought to them in the ships from the 
fertile strips to the north and south 
of the desert. 


Northern Russia and the shores of 
the French Congo are said to be the 
cloudiest places in the Avi)rld, and for 
fog there is no region like the Grand 
Banks, the southern coast of New- 
foundland and the waters of Nova 
Scotia. 


This region is one of fog for a large 
part of the year, and the very home of 
the fog is the island of Grand Manan, 
at the entrance of the Bay of Fundy.

hand. H e has a Avord AA^ith the police- 
man on the beat, and escorts the old 
folks and professional mourners to a 
place of vantage if the dead 
Avas a 
popular personage. 
H e h a s a mania 
for attending funerals. 


"He's not exactly right, you see," an 
undertaker said. '^Imagines he's a rel- 
ative. 
I've instructed my drivers to 
respect his orders Avhen need be, and 
AA'e've never had any trouble AA'ith him. 
He's pretty AA'ell known aqd the fami- 
lies seldom object to him. The queer- 
est thhig about him is that he seem« 
to have some intuition Avhen a funeral 
is to take place, going from one neigh- 
borhood to another on the same day. 
But I have never seen him in a house.

noAv Sir Alfred 
Jones. The inventor of Bessemer steel 
Avas once a poor, almost starving, boy 
in j-iondon, the poorer for having de- 
A'oted his labor to an invention 
of 
Avhose profits the government robbed 
him. So one might go on throughout 
the Avhole range of our industries. It 
is the sergeant and the plain constable 
of life's affairs who have made this 
nation industrially great, and carried 
its flag and fame to the needs of the 
earth.

ARIS. Franco.—Tho Police 
of Paris had it origin in 
1CG7, during the reign of 
^ 
Lonis XIV. From that pc- 
riod dates tho symptomatic 
ciafeMiicaiion of all official d* • aments 
relating to matters over which tho po­ 
lice had jm'isdietion. 
The complete­ 
ness of this collcction has been more or 
loss dislocated by the ravages of po­ 
litical or revolutionary upheavals, not­ 
ably during the Commune, in 1S71, 
[When through the partial burning of 
the Prefecture of Police of Paris, the 
Ibuilding in which these documents 
ru^ere housed, many of tho more valua­ 
ble records were destroyed. Fortunately 
the various archivists of the police 
[Who had charge of these papers had 
arranged complete dossiers, each relat­ 
ing to a particular case, which from 
time to time for 200 years w'ere put 
jn print and thus preserved from com­ 
plete annihilation. 
Alexandei; Dumas, Eugene Sue and 
others have drawn largely from these 
scarce police reports, disguising the 
source of inspiration with such skill, 
^enveloping them in such a cloud of 
decorative accessories that tho bald 
originals were ornamented almost be­ 
yond recogntion. 
Tho aiarrative which I am about to 
give is taken from one of these rare 
dossiers of tho Police of Paris put to­ 
gether by an archivist of tho Prefec­ 
ture in office during the early years of 
the last century. 
It will disclose the 
possible source from which Alexander 
Dumas derived inspiration in the con­ 
struction of his 
famous 
romance, 
‘‘Monte Cristo,*' 
In Paris in 1S07, Francois Picaud. of 
Kismes, a journeyman cobbler, on a 
certain Sunday set out to call upon 
his fiancee. On the way he stopped in 
the Place Sainte-Opportune a t a cafe 
coftductod by a fellow townsman. This 
/nan, Giles Loupain, was older than Pi­ 
caud, a widower with two children. 
He .was noted for malice, contempt of 
the prejudices of others and Intense 
jealousy of his more prosperous or 
fortunate neighbors. 
When Picaud arrived at Loupaln's 
lie found him with three men, all na­ 
tives of the district 
about 
Kismes. 
These were strangers ¿0 tho cobbler, 
nor wore their jiames made known to 
J)im during his brief halt at the cafe. 
Tho gala appearance oi Picaud aroused 
the curiosity of Loupain. 
When it 
I\^'as learned he was on his way to vis­ 
it his fiancee; that she was the rich 
Marguerite Ylgoureux, and that tho 
day of the wedding was to be the one 
after the morrow, the malice and jeal­ 
ousy of Ixiupaino were aroused. 
He 
determined forthwith to thw art the 
cobbler and to postpone tho wedding, 
if not permanently to prevent it. With 
this in view, when Picaud had depart­ 
ed, he consulted with his companions, 
and a plan of action was agreed upon. 
One, however, Allut by name, declined 
to join In the conspiracy. 
He warned 
th e others that 
evil 
consequences 
iwould surely follow and that Picaud 
fi\"onld not fail to seek revenge. 
It was agreed that Loupain should 
go before a Commissioner of Police 
and denounce the cobbler as a sp3^ in 
the employ of the English. 
This he 
did two Jiours later. At th at time the 
,Vendeans were in revolt against the 
Government. 
The Due do Hovige, 
then Minister of PoIicQ^ when the case 
iWas reported to him, was convinced 
that in the unfortunate cobbler he had 
arrested a spy of tho insurgents and 
an importajit personage. 
On the very night of the visit to his 
fiancee Picaud was arrested. His cap­ 
ture was enveloped in such mystery 
that no one was a witness to it; no 
one saw Jiis departure. 
From that 
day all trace of Jiiin was lost. 
In 1S14 the Empire had ceased to 
oxlst. 
On the luth of April of that 
year tliere emerged from the chateau 
or prison of Fenestrelle a man bent 
iwith suffering. In seven years he had 
changed as if he had lived for half a 
century. 
Ko one would recognize in 
liijn the young and good looking Pi- 
caud of a fev/ years before. 
. lie had been incarcerated under the 
paine of Joseph Lucher. 
During bis 
luj^insomnent he acted as servaut to 


a 
rich 
Milanaiso 
ecclesiastic. 
The 
prince of the church treated him more 
as a son than as a domestic, and v/hen 
ho came to dio, on the 4th of January, 
1S14, Indignant at tho little effort of 
his relatives to procure his release, he 
conveyed to Joseph Lucher, the quon­ 
dam cobbler. 7,000,000 francs on de­ 
posit in the Bank of Amsterdam and 
described to him a hiding place in 
Italy 'where w’ere concealed 1.200.000 
francs worth of diamonds and three 
myilons of specie, consisting of ducats 
of Milan, llorins of Venice, Spanish 
quadruples, French louis d*or and Eng­ 
lish guineas. 
When Lucher Avas at last free he 
proceeded to Milan, found the burled 
treasiu'o, with Avhich was a multitude 
of antique gems and cameos of great 
value. 
Then at Amsterdam he made 
good his title to tho amount deposited 
in tho bank, and, having divided it 
into three parts, ho distributed the 
money equallj’’ among tho banks of 
Amsterdam and Hamburg and of Eng­ 
land, after reserving for his immediate 
use a million francs and all the dia­ 
monds from tho Italian hiding place. 
Then on February 15, 1S15, eight years, 
day for day, since Picaud, now Joseph 
Lucher, had disappeared, ho arrived 
in Paris and Avent forthwith to the 
cafe in tho Place S/iainto-Opportune. 
Hero ho found that after mourning 
him for two years, his fiance had mar­ 
ried tho restaurant keeper, Loupain. 
and brought him enough money to set 
up tho finest and best equipped cafe 
on tho boulevard. 
Nobody could tell 
him the names of the men who had 
caused his undoing, but ho vras told 
that Antoine Allut know them and that 
ho had gone to live at Nismes. 
To 
Nismes 
Joseph 
Lucher 
went 
and 
iotlgcd at the Avell-known Hotel Lux- 
emborg, disguised as an Italian priest 
—Baldini. 
After much .diiiiculty he 
found Allut, got into his confidence, 
told him that ho had been a fellow po­ 
litical prisoner in tho Chateau del 
Oeuir, a6 Naples, with a Nismoisian, 
Francois Picaud, who on his deathbed, 
in ISM, at about thirty years of age, 
had implored him to find out the names 
of those who had consigned him to that 
living death and expressed confidence 
that they were known to Antoine Al­ 
lut, a fellow townsman of his at Nis- 
mes. He authorized the priest to give 
to Allut a superb diamond, wiiich had 
been given to him by a noble English 
prisoner, if he would disclose those 
names. 
Then the priest flashed the 
diamond before the eyes of Allut, who 
yielded to tho temptation and gave up 
the names wiien a jeweler had olfered 
03.000 francs for the stone, to be paid 
in a farm and 50,000 francs in money. 
The names were Gervais Chaubard, 
Ciullhem »Solari and Gilles Loupain. 
When, four months later, the diamond 
w^as resold to a Turkish merchant for 
102.000 francs, the jeweler was mur­ 
dered and Allut was obliged to take 
refuge in (Jreece, w^here ho fell into 
great poverty. 
Picaud went to Paris, and by a clev- 
er device, being unrecognized in a 
shabby disguise, he secured employ­ 
ment as a waiter in the Cafe Loupain 
and there found as fellow employes* 
Gervais Chaubard and Gullhem So- 
liu'i. One day the former disappeared, 
and at last his body was found by the 
other on the Pont des Arts, killed with 
a poignard. 
Then a superb dog be­ 
longing to Loupain was poisoned; then 
the favorite paroquet of Madamo Lou* 
pain; then the pretty dai:ghter of the 
family was courted by a reputed m ar­ 
quis. 
As he boasted of his enormous 
wealth, the Loupains ’were overjoyed 
when he married the girl and ordered 
a rich Avedding supper at the Cadran 
Bleu. 
But when the guests arrived 
they waited in vain for his coming. 
At the dessert a note was found un­ 
der each plate announcing that the re­ 
puted marquis was an escaped con­ 
vict; that he was in flight and the po­ 
lice were after him. 
Loupain was ruined by a fire in his 
cafe. Only a pittance w’a« ^eft to him. 
His son joined a band of thieves, was 
convicted and sentenced to twenty 
years* imprisonment. 
Only Prosper 
(the name by which Picaud w’ent) re­ 
mained true and .worked Mithout pay 


in a modest cafe w’hich he had ob* 
tained for Loupain from means fur^ 
nished by putative friends, and where 
Solarl also was employed. 
One even­ 
ing Solari died in frightful convul­ 
sions from poison. 
One evening while 
Loupain 
was 
walking in a little frequented path in 
the Garden of the Tuilerics, he was 
killed by a poignard in tho hands of 
a masked man. 
With this, his last act of vengeance 
completed. Picaud was about to leave 
the path in the Garden of tho Tuiler- 
ies, when he was seized by the collar 
and thrown violently to tho ground 
and carried away to a place which 
soomed to bo some recess or cavern of 
an abandoned quarry. 
Here in tho darkness tho captor said: 
“Well, Picaud, what name are you 
passing under now? The one assumed 
in your release from Fenestrella?*' 
“Are you still the priest Baldini, or 
tho waiter Prosper? Has not your in­ 
genious mind invented a fifth? 
For 
you^ without doubt, vengeance is but 
a passing amusement, or Is it a furious 
mania of which you would be ashamed 
had 3’ou not sold your soul to the de­ 
vil? 
You have devoted the last ten 
years of your Hfe to tho pursuit of 
three poor creatures that you should 
have spared. 
You 
have 
committed 
horrible crimes, and last,*but not least, 
you have dragged me to perdition.” 
“You, you; who are you?*' 
“Your goid has been my undoing. 
The cupidity you aroused in me has 
never been quenched. 
The thirst for 
riches has made me mad. I killed him 
who cheated me. 
On account of this 
I was obliged to flee with my wife. 
She died in exile, and I, arrested, 
judged and condemned to the gelleys, 
have suffered shame and exposure, 
dragging for years a ball and chain. 
At last, enabled to make my escape, 
my sole thought was to reach and pun­ 
ish the priest, BahUni, 
This evening 
I w'as about lo speak to Loupain and 
warn him of your intentions; but you 
anticipated me, and before I could in­ 
terpose you had killed him. However, 
after all w^hat does it matter? You are 
in my power now and I can retaliate 
upon you all of the evil you have done 
to others. 
Do you recognize me? 
£ 
am Antoine Allut. 
“How much will you pay for bread 
and water?*' 
“I have no money.’* 
“You have sixteen millions,*' replied 
Allut. 
He then proceeded to tell Pi­ 
caud of the amount of his investments 
in 
England, 
Italy, ' Germany 
and 
France. 
The information was so ac­ 
curate that his Aictim shivered yvith 
apprehension. 
“You are drearplngl*^ 
“And |you—dream that you arc cat- 
inn^." 
Picaud was deprived of all nourish­ 
ment for twenty-eight hours. He asked 
pity of his jailer, 
“Listen,” said Allut. “These are my 
conditions, I will give you something 
to eat twice a day; but you shall pay 
me 25,000 francs for each meal.” 
The miserable prisoner passed the 
rest of the day and night in raging 
hunger and despair. 
His sufferings 
became acute; he was 
seized 
with 
spasams; his mind w\andered. 
Tho 
merciless Allut saw that he had gone 
too far. If his victim died, he w^ould 
have no certainty of securing his great 
fortune. Picaud evidently divined the 
thoughts that were passing in the mind 
of his persecutor. 
A cynical smile 
lighted for a moment his livid coun­ 
tenance. This was too much for Allut. 
Aroused to fury by the sardonic leer 
of his victim, and by baflled cupidity, 
ho threw ^ himself upon Picaud and 
stabbed him until life was extinct. 
From Paris Allut fled to England^ 
There in 182S he fell ill. 
Brought to 
a realization of his crimes, he dictated 
to an ecclesiastic the details given in 
this narrative. 
Allut died repentant 
and received Christian burial. 
After 
his death the priest P-----sent to the 
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Almost as Bad as Verkhoyansk, wHh 
Variation of 176 Degrees. 
Should the western citizen bo asked 
to name the hottest and coldest places 
on earth he would most likely mention 
Yuma, A. T,, for the former, and some 
spot in the northwest territory for the 
latter. 
In such selections he would 
be gome considerable distance out of 
the way, though neither has a great 
deal in the way of climate to recom­ 
mend it. 
For 
instaiice, 
says 
the 
Chicago 
Chronicle, neither the Bahrien islands 
in the Persian Gulf, nor Yakutsk, Si­ 
beria, would be a wise selection as a 
place ot residence. In Bahrien you cook 
and in Yakutsk you freeze. 
Bahrien 
is said to be the hottest place in the 
world. 
The thermometer often regis­ 
ters between 110 and 120 degrees, night 
and day, for months at a time. 
This 
rather beats Fort Yuma, A. T., which 
is considered the hottest place in the 
United States. 
Yakutsk is called the coldest city in 
the world. The thermometer frequent­ 
ly registers 73 degrees 
below zero. 
Though it is the coldest city in the 
world, Verkhoyansk, in northwestern 
Siberia, claims to be the coldest in­ 
habited place on the globe, the ther­ 
mometer registering 90 degrees below 
zero in January, 
It also claims to be the place pos­ 
sessing the most variable climate, for 
while it Is 90 degrees below in Janu­ 
ary, it is 86 above in the shade in 
August during the day, with a drop 
down to freezing every midsummer 
night. 
The wettest place in the world is 
Greytown, Nicaragua, where the an­ 
nual rainfall is 260 inches. 
The dryest place in the world is 
probably the rainless coast of north­ 
ern Chili. 
They have a shower there 
about once in every 10 years. Nothing 
grows on the desolate strip of barren 
coast, and the dreary towns from 
which 
the 
nitrates 
and 
minerals 
mined in that region are shipped de­ 
pend for their subsistence upon food 
brought to them in the ships from the 
fertile strips to the north and south 
of the desert. 
Northern Russia and the shores of 
the French Congo are said to be the 
cloudiest places in the w^)rld, and for 
fog there is no region like the Grand 
Banks, the southern coast of New­ 
foundland and the waters of Nova 
Scotia. 
This region is one of fog for a large 
part of the year, and the very home of 
the fog is the island of Grand Manan, 
at the entrance of the Bay of Fundy.

once, having been allowed eighty-five 
conts a ton for screened coal, a com­ 
promise on the amount asked. 
The Toronto Trades Council has pro­ 
vided for the purchase of a $30.000 
labor temple, to bo managed by trus­ 
tees representing the wage-earuinj? 
stockholders lu the various 
trades 
unions. 
Hong Kong, China, machinists and 
boilormaliers in shipbuilding and re­ 
pair plants get from $1 to $1.20 a day, 
laborers from forty to sixty cents a 
day and apprentices from thirty to 
sixty cents a day.

"universal” Whitely. 
Bass’s brewery 
was founded by a carrier; the Elder- 
Dempster’s Line of steamers by a 
ship's 
apprentice, 
now 
Sir Alfred 
Jones, The inventor of Bessemer steel 
was once a poor, almost starving, boy 
in Ijondon, the poorer for having de­ 
voted his labor to an invention 
of 
wiiose profits the government robbed 
him. 
So one might go on throughout 
the whole range of our Industries. It 
is the sergeant and the plain constable 
of life’s affairs who have made this 
nation industrially great, and carried 
its flag and fame to the needs of the 
earth.

Procure six pounds of the round of 
beef, 
season with pepper 
and salt 
and dredge 
thoroughly 
with 
flour; 
melt one tablespoonful butter and one 
tablespoonful beef dripping in a flat- 
bottomed iron kettle; add one medium 
sized onion sliced and fry to a golden 
brown; skim out the onion, put in the 
meat and brown on all sides, addhig 
more butter when necessary'; 
when 
done add sufficient boiling water to 
half cover the meat; then add one 
small 
carrot and one 
small 
turnip 
finely sliced, half a cup shaved celery, 
the browned 
onions, 
three 
whole 
cloves, 
three 
whole 
allspice,

peppercorns, one bay leaf, a grating 
of 
nutmeg 
and 
one 
tablespoonful 
mushroom catsup; simmer slowly for 
Bix hours, turning the meat occasion- 
ally, 
and adding 
more water If 
it 
boils away too much; put the meat on 
a hot platter, strain the liquor, skim 
off the fat, thicken with 
flour 
and

The farmers were at first opposed to 
this law, but now they arc enthusiastic 
in its support. 
More than ?1.500.000 
has been appropriated by the 
State 
under this law. 
Nearly 1000 miles ofi 
road have been macadamized. 
The 
State aided roads must conform 
to 
the plans laid down by the State Com- 
misisoner of Highways. 


In Massachusetts the State pays the 
entire cost of building the roads, but 
requires the counties to pay back oue- 
fourth of the cost. 
Nearly ?500.000 is 
appropriated 
annually 
for 
this 
pur- 
pose. 
Nearly ?5.000,000 has already 
been invested in roads by the State. 
As a result. 
Massachusetts has hun- 
dreds of miles of as fine roads as any 
in the -world. 


Connecticut has also operated under 
this plan since lSi)5. The State puts up 
two-thirds of the money for road build- 
ing. 
The plan is considered a great 
success. More than $1,500.000 has been 
appropriated and spent, and about 500 
miles of fine roads have been built. 


In New York the State pays one-hrlf 
the cost of building the roads, 
the 
counties thirty-five per cent., and the 
townships 
fifteen 
per cent., and the 
plan is working admirably. 
Last year 
$000.000 was appropriated by the Leg- 
islature, and more than §2,000,000 has 
been voted since the law was enacted. 
This year's appropriation is more than 
?1,000.000. 


Maine, 
New Hampshire, 
Vermont. 
Rhode Island and Delaware all have 
State Aid Laws, which are working 
satisfactorily, though expenditures and 
operations are on a smaller scale tlian 
in the other States named. 


Pennsylvania is the latest convert 
to the State aid plan. 
The last Legis- 
lature enacted a law providing that 
the State should pay two-thirds of the 
cost of road improvement, the coun- 
ties one-sixth and the townships one- 
sixth. 
The sum of ^>0.500,000 was ap- 
propriated, to bo spent in six years. 


The fundamental principle on which 
the State aid plan rests is thi^t the pub- 
lic highways are for the use and ben- 
efit of the whole people, and that all 
should, therefore, share in the cost of 
their improvement. 


From State aid to national aid is but 
a single step. 
Both embody the same 
principle. 
It is an interesting 
fact 
that the people of these States are en- 
thusiastically in favor of taking Uncle 
Sam into the general scheme of co-op- 
eration. 
The State Highway Commis- 
sioners of New Jersey,

It is proposed that this new body

This now body would also prescribe

C aliro rn ia’s N ew S tate P a rk . 
Within the summer the wonders of 
the Big Park Basin, in Santa Cruz 
County, the new pleasure ground that 
has been provided by the State of Cali­ 
fornia, will become linown, through 
personal observation, to thousands of 
Californians. The State’s commission­ 
ers, who are empowered to provide 
rules and regulations, have determined 
upon certain safeguards against fire, 
that the giant sempervirens trees may 
be entirely safe. 
Selected sites are 
designated for campers, and there will 
be no camps at any unauthorized place 
in the basin. No fires will be permitted 
except at particular spots. The safety 
of the trees is the first consideration. 
The 
State has appropriated a largo 
sum of money that they may be pre­ 
served, and that is naturally tho first 
care of the commissioners. Tho entire 
Big Basin Park will now be opened

New Jersey was the first State to 
adopt this plan. The law enacted there 
in ISOl provided that tho State pay 
one-third of the cost of improving the 
roads, and the 
counties 
two-thirds, 
part of which may be charged up to 
the towns In which the roads arc built. 
Tho farmers were at first opposed to 
this law, but now they are enthusiastic 
in its support. 
More than ?1,500,000 
has been appropriated by tho State 
under this law. 
Nearly 1000 miles oC 
road have been macadamized. 
Tho 
State aided roads must conform to 
the plans laid down by the State Com- 
mlslsoner of Highways. 
In Massachusetts the State pays tho 
entire cost of building the roads, but 
requires the counties to pay back oue- 
fourth of the cost. Nearly $500,000 is 
appropriated annually for this pur­ 
pose. 
Nearly ?5,000,000 has already 
been invested in roads by the State. 
As a result, 
Massachusetts has hun­ 
dreds of miles of as fine roads as any 
in the world. 
Connecticut has also operated under 
this plan since 1S!)5. The State puts up 
two-tiiirds of the money for road build­ 
ing. 
The plan is considered a great 
success. More than $1,500,000 has been 
appropriated and spent, and about 500 
miles of fine roads have been built. 
In New York tho State pays one-hrlf 
the cost of building tho roads, the 
counties thirty-five per cent, and the 
townships fifteen per cent., and the 
plan is Avorking admirably. Last year 
.$000.000 was appropriated by the Leg­ 
islature, and more than $2,000,000 has 
been voted since the law was enacted. 
This j'ear’s appropriation is more than 
$1,000,000. 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Rhode Island and Delaware all have 
State Aid Laws, which are working 
satisfactorily, though expenditures and 
operations are on a smaller scale than 
|n the other States named. 
Pennsylvania is the latest convert 
to the State aid plan. The last Legis­ 
lature enacted a law providing that 


administer n govorumont grant In aid 
of loop roads suitable for rapid driv­ 
ing around small towns and villages, 
and also new roads around steep hills. 
This new body would also prescribe 
the regulations respecting the width 
of roads nnd the methods of their con­

The Roads Improvemunt 
Association, of which the Hon, Arthur 
Stanley, M. P., is Vice-President, has 
been instrumenfal in securing the ap­ 
pointment of such a committee. This 
association has been endeavoring to 
have the roads of the Kingdom kept 
in better condition, and has been agi­ 
tating for an increase in the number 
of good roads. 
While the main line 
roads liave been fairly kept, the great 
Increase In population off the old lines 
of travel necessitates more and better 
roads than exist at the present time. 
It is stated that there is no authority 
vested in any one to make roads, and 
that outside of the large centres of 
industry the roads are very bad, and 
it is impossible for the population of 
these sections to reach the towns with 
any degree of rapidity. 
The Roads 
Improvement Association desires to 
have this new central authority cre­ 
ated, which will iiave the power of 
building new roads and improving the 
old ones. 
It is ijroposed to make the 
county councils and the borough coun­ 
cils the chief local authorities for the 
administration of the highways, and 
it is also proposed that a broad scheme 
of general Improvement be planned, 
irrespective of the selfish desires of 
any one place. 
Greater co-operation 
between local authorities, through the 
medium of this new authority, would 
remedy the existing evils,

Woman Killed In 
Runaway Accident. 
GottyKburg, Pa., July 25.— ‘H^rocomes 
an automobile anti we will «11 bo killed” 
said Mrs. John Oflborne of Carlisle, yes­ 
terday aftornoon when the h o r^ attached 
to the surrey in which she was sitting be­ 
gan to show sign« of frigVit at an approach­ 
ing touring c<ar. Less than one half hour 
later ]Mi-s, Osborne, as the result of the 
most disastroni? run off which has occur- 
nxl in Gettysburg, lay dead at tho home 
OÍ Jlrs. Charles StiUlsmith, on Stmtton 
street. 
The accident whicli Mrs. Osborne her 
life, occurred yesterday afternoon oti 
Washington street just as that thorough­ 
fare was crowded with excursionists re­ 
turning from camp. 
The horse which was driven» by Harry 
OyJer, took fright near Mundorfi’s black­ 
smith shop and started down tho street 
on a dead run. 
Mrs. Osborne who was 
sitting on the back seat of tbe surrey faint­ 
ed from fright and fell forward across the 
step and the mud guaid. 
Somewhere between Weiit Middle and 
Chambersburg streets the team ran into 
another conveyance and completely de­ 
molished tae front w’heel of the surrey. 
At the same time, Mrs. Osborne was 
throw’ll from tho mud guard to the ground, 
but her leg and clothing’caught on the 
step and she Avas dragged, head down­ 
wards, as far as the power house, where 
private Ray M. Rickard, of Company I, 
Tenth Regiment, succeeded in stopping 
the horse, which was still trembling from 
fright 
An ambulance was summoned and the 
unconscious woman was taken at once £0 
the Stallsmith home, where Dr. O’Neal 
and two surgeons of the (íuard found that 
her skull had been crushed in, her left hip 
broken and her whole body badly bruised 
and lacerated. 
The physicians did everything in their 
power to save her life, but she died with­ 
in half an hour after the accident. 
The automobile, at w’hich the horse 
frightened, is said to be the property of 
one of the highest oflicers in the Guará. 
Mrs. Osborne, who was 60 years of age, 
was well known and had many friends in 
this place. Her husband, when notified 
of the accident, was completely prostrat­ 
ed. 


Fire at Midway. 
Hanover^ July 25.—The reputation of 
Hanover for Saturday night fire alarms 
was u])held Saturday night, wlien, at 11:15 
a call from the telephone exchange sum­ 
moned the firemen to a blaze at Midway, 
fully a mile from the engine house, in 
which three buildings were destroyed and 
damage to the amount of over $3000 wiis 
inflicted. 
The buildings destroyed w'ere a frame 
barn on the premises of Mrs. James Myers; 
a small stable and hog pen in the rear of 
the double frame dwelling house owned 
by Ezra Myers and across the alley from 
the James Myers barn, and the clubhouse 
of the Midway Social club, on the corner 
opposite the last mentioned building. 
The fire, which is generally assumed to 
have been of incendiary origin, originated 
in the wagon shed in the west corner of 
the barn of Mrs. James Myers, wiiicli was 
filled with valuable sawed lumber for the 
manufacture of cigar boxes, owned by F. 
J. Sneeringer, proijrietor of the Penn Ci­ 
gar Box factory. 
The loss to F. J. Sneeringer by the de­ 
struction of the cigar box material is fully 
$2100, and is almost covered by insurance. 
The loss sustained by Mrs. James Myers, 
who owned the building, will reach $500, 
with an insurance of $150. 
Mrs. Myers 
had been carrying §250 insurance on the 
property until a few weeks ago Mdjien it 
was reduced to $150. 
The loss to Ezra 
Myers will foot up $100. No insurance. 
The Midway clubhouse, owned by Mrs. 
Anna Sneeringer, of Harrisburg, was to­ 
tally destroyed. The club members were 
successful, however, in saving the furni­ 
ture and contents. 
Mrs. Sneeringer’s loss 
on the building will amount to $500.

MEN GROWING TALLER. 


Our Ancestors of 
Mediaeval 
Times 
Puny Compared With Athletes 
of Today. 
A walk through the Tower of Lon­ 
don w^ill convince any person that the 
armorclad knights of mediaeval days 
were puny men compared with the 
athlete of today. 
The experiment of getting into suits 
of old armor in country houses has 
often proved that the “legs’" are iar 
too short for the average man of the 
present generation. 
A well known anthropologist a t the 
British museum says that undoubt­ 
edly the British race is taller than it 
was several hundred years ago. 
“I think, however, that tho medi- 
aevel man w^as deeper chas ted and 
broader in the shoulders.” he said. 
“The old armor, if a man of good 
average height could squeeze into it 
today, would be found loose fitting in 
the shoulders and at the chest. 
“The tallest men in the world come 
from Galloway and Pertshire and York­ 
shire, average is a flne one. Even that 
of southw'osi England and South Wales 
— 5 feet G Inches—is far "higher than 
that of many of the continental na­ 
tions. 
“The tallest men after the men ot 
Galloway, who have an average of 
nearly six foot, arc the Fulahs of the 
French Soudan, and the Patagonians 
are belioved to hold a very good av­ 
erage." 
In London the average is as low as 
In South Wales, and the little man 
frequently asks v/hy lie should have 
to pay ihe same price for a suit of 
clothes as a country bred giant. 
This question was answered by a 
W est End tailor 
“What \ve make oy 
the little man we lose on the big m an,” 
he said; “for we pay our men extra 
when they are working on a giant’s 
suit. 
“We have been compelled on one 
or two occasions, however, to charge 
more when a man is exceptionally 
tall or stout. 
One of our customers, 
who is over six feet high and 44 inch­ 
es around the chest and 47 inches 
round tho waist, takes five and a half 
double width for a lounge suit. 
Wo 
ask another guinea, and he pays it 
readily.”—I^ondon Express. 


Gunpowder Bags. 
A comparatively now thing in war­ 
fare is the use of a material to hold 
the powder loaded 
into big 
guiis, 
which will be consumed at the time 
of the discharge. 
The. canvas bags 
used for this purpose are not so con­ 
sumed and necessitate the subsequent 
removal of what is left of them from 
tho powder chamber of the piece. The 
new material is, in fact, gunpowder 
itself. 
It explodes an^ adds to the 
power of the discharge and no trace 
of it is left. 
If ignited in the open 
air It disappears In the sam e way.

A fleet, of six gray battle­ 
ships is steaming rapidly in a calm 
sea. Far ahead of the fleet can be dls. 
tingulshod the hulls and slender masts 
of several cruisers. 
These are the 
scouts, the “eyes” of the fleet, upon 
which the Admiral relies for nows of 
tho enemy’s movements. 
Other cruis­ 
ers, out of sight of the battle fleet, 
are scouring the seas upon some prear­ 
ranged plan. Lot us, however, confine 
our attention to tho battle fleet. 
The 
six great armor d a d s are all of one 
type, formlncr a homogeneous squad­ 
ron, 
Each is of lo,000 tons displace­ 
ment, of equal speed and carries sim­ 
ilar guns. To the eyes of the landsmen 
they are like as naif a dozen dried 
peas, and their similarity is accentu­ 
ated by the gray paint 
that covers 
them from truer; lo >vator line. 
They 
arc formed in two divisions, not as yet 
in order of battle. 
The two leading 
ships each flies an Admiral’s flag. The 
divisions are s^x cables apart (1200 
yards), but the space between each 
unit is but 400 yards, and this interval, 
you will notice, is maintained with an 
accuracy w’on by constant practice. 
Little smoke Issues from tho tall, gray 
funnels. In tho smooth sea the heavy 
ships 
have 
no perceptible motion, 
though you can see they are making 
progress by the white foam a t the 
bows and by the broad ribbon of foam 
churned up by the twin scroAvs of each 
vessel. 
Presently a rod and white “answ er­ 
ing” pennant streams from tho mast­ 
head of the flagship. One of the scouts 
is signalling. She begins to close with 
tho squadron. One perceives that other 
and more distant cruisers are also 
steaming back to the fleet. 
We guess 
the reason long before our keen-ey*id 
signalman can distinguish the message. 
The enemy has been sighted some 
twenty miles to the eastward. Such is 
the w'elcome news. 
At once the flag­ 
ship runs up a signal: 
“Prepare for 
action; form the order of battle.” For 
in these days of fast steaming twenty 
miles’ interval aiiords but comfortable 
breathing space unless the enemy de­ 
cides to run away. 
If he is bearing 
down upon us 'WO may be within range 
of him in a quarter of an hour. 
Such, 
it seems, is his design, so our ships 
must form at once into single line. 
Let us note what preparations are 
being made for the coming battle. The 
game has been rehearsed often enough 
—so often, indeed, that we can hardly 
realize that this is at last the real 
thing, the grim reality. Take any ship 
at random. The same preparations are 
being made in all. »even hundred men 
are going about their ordinary busi­ 
ness. Suddenly" a bugle blares out the 
familiar call to “general ruarters,” and 
ere the harsh notes have died away 
every man begins to run to his appoint­ 
ed station. 
Some make toward the 
^reat barbettes, where iho i2-inch guns 
are :3migly sheltered; some for the ar­ 
mored casements isolating the G-inch 
weapons; others run to the light, quick- 
firers, mounted upon the superstruc­ 
ture, Others, again and these mostly 
noncombatantfa (if any sucU can be in 
a ship of w'ar), hurry below' to tho 
shell rooms and magazines. 
The ¿reat shells for the barbe':te 
guns are being placed on th -3 hydraulic 
lifts. 
A lever is pressed and up they 
go. 
Another moment and they have 
reached the breech of the gun. 
A 
gunner closes the heavy mechanism of 
the breech with one hand, “Kun out!" 
orders the ofllcer of the turret. 
An­ 
other lever does the business. 
The 
enormous 'weapons glide smoothly out­ 
ward, their long necks projecting over- 
board as the barbete is trained. 
A 
dozen men and one oiiicer compleje the 
crew' of this pair of heavy guns. 
The 
ollicer stands upon a little iron plat­ 
form, peering above the turret, with 
a voice tube a t his ear. 
The captain 
of the turret is peering through the 
telescopic sights. 
Glance into one of the isolated case­ 
mates. 
The thick, armored door is 
shut now, inclosing the G-inch gun and* 
its crii'w in a box of steel. The gun has 
been cast loose, trained on the beam, 
and loaded within four minutes of the 
bugle call. 
Keserves of shot and. shell 
are being whipi>ed up into the case­ 
ment through a round aperture lead­ 
ing to the shell room below. 
Tw'enty 
or thirty rounds soon accumulate, and 
the gun's crew” will stake their lives 
against tho entry of a shell through 
the casement. 
Here, too, is an olticer 
>YUitiug directions through a 
voice 
tube. The men have stripped to their 
flannels and trousers. 
A tub of lime- 
juice stands in a corner. 
L>own in the bowels of the ship tho 
torpedo men are clustered around their 
submerged tubes. 
With great care 
they are adjusting the Whiteheads, 
and their movements are slower than 
those of the gunners, since the chance 
for a shot w^lJ not come early in the 


fight. 
Yet a lucky shot from the 
en^my might exillode tho torpedo in its 
tube. 
They accept the risk, these 
quiet-looking meu, and long for close 
range later on. 
Then they will show 
the gunnery branch w'hat a Whitehead 
can do. 
The captain and the gunnery lieu­ 
tenant are in the conning tower—a 
cramped little structure bristling with 
voice tubes. It contains a small steer­ 
ing w’heel and is in communication 
with both batteries, the several groups 
of guns, and with the engine rooms. 
Ueports are constantly being made 
througii these numerous voice tubes. 
Thus: 
“All 
w^atertight 
doors 
are 
Closed, sir;” ^‘Barbettes ready for ac­ 
tion;” “Steam ready for eighteen knots, 
sir," and so forth. Tho chief quarter­ 
master, a bearded veteran, sprucely 
dressed, grasps tho spokes of tho steer­ 
ing wheel and keeps an attentive eye 
upon the captain. Not a man can now 
be seen upon the upper deck, but in the 
thinly protected top on the foremost 
a few hands and a middy are clustered 
around a three-pouuder gun. 
All is now^ ready. The fleet increases 
speed and the cruisers, closing in, one 
after another, take station to the rear. 
So we wait, a period of aaxlous sus­ 
pense, since scarcely a dozer, men of 
the 700 can see the approaching enemy. 
At last thA tw^elve-pounder, w^hich is 
our best range flnder, rings out with 
sharp report. 
We know th at tho hour 
has come. The captain gives an order 
througa the tubes to each of the bar­ 
bettes: ‘‘Leading ship of the enemy on 
the port bow, range 4000 yards.’* “All 
ready, sir,” comes vhe I’oply. 
A mo­ 
ment later the two pairs of heavj^' guns 
are simulcaneously fired. 
The ship 
quivers under the shock of the dis­ 
charge. 
The battle has begun. 
The 
700 men think swiftly of home, of 
mothers, wives, sweethearts, of little 
children. 
A shell from the enemy 
crashes through a lightly armored sec­ 
tion of the hull, bursts and knocks two 
large boats into matchwood. 
Again 
the ship quivers and rushes on. Home 
I,«? now forgotten. The men turn their 
minds to the bloody work in hand.
